We come now to be acquainted at laft with one true

and twenty Hours. Here it had been confijlent with 
the reft of this Author’s Stile, to have given fome Inti- 
mation that they did not come fairly by their Removal, 
with a View to this chofen Succeffor: For it is plain 
from this very’ Circumitance of its being fo fudden, that 
if this were not the Cafe, the Appointing of Mr. Ha//et

Bat the High-Sheriff of a County, a poor Hucktfler 
of Four Pounds a Year incumbred, is what fo much 
difturbs their Spirits ; and truly fo it well might if it were 
any truer than the refit. Mr. Med/ycote’s Butler too , 
which, if it means any thing, means, in the common 
Acceptation of the Word, that he receives Wages. 
Now, how muft it ftartle a Gentleman that had had no 
other Account of him, to find him, after this, prefum- 
ptuoully fitting at the Table as he does with his Matter? 

It cannot fure be expected that Mr. Ha//et fhould 
give us an exact Stage of his private Circumftances, for 
the Infpeétion of the Curious. If he is known to occupy 
Sixty Pounds a Year in Land of his own, free from all 
{ncumbrance, and a rented Farm of One hundred and 
fifty Pounds a Year all well ftock’d, and all this he cer- 
tainly does ; however fhort this may be of giving full 
Satisfaction to fuch as fanfy they are to direét the Prero- 
gative in that Particular, it may furely ferve at leaft to 
entitle him to the modeft Appellation of Yeoman, and 
to falfify the monftrous and contemptible Account there 
given of him, as much as if he had a Thoufand Pounds 
a Year; and will ferve to give a proper Notion of that 
decent and creditable Figure which a prudent and indu- 
ftrious Perfon in fuch a Situation may be fuppofed to 
make, and which Mr. Hadlett does a€tually make in 
his Neighbourhood. 

But the ftrengeft Inflance pofable of the true Difpofi- 
tion of this Writer appears in his peculiar Art of tracing 
Pedigrees with fo much Accuracy and Exaétnefs: The 
Sheriff is the Son of a Miller, and the Returning-officer 
(who by the way is a Perfon of very confiderable Sub- 
itance, and reputed worth feveral thoufand Pounds) is a 
Country Hofier. And what is all this introduced to 
prove? Why truly ry 4 but the impotent Invete- 
racy of one that could think of making ufe of it. Could 
this contemptuous Term, a Country Hofer, be meant to 
‘mtimate that-he was not of Dignity to fuftain the Office 
of colleéting Duties and returning Precepts? when we 
cannot look round us in this Kingdom without behold- 


| ing Perfons in the moft confiderable Stations on all Sides 


of us, who would think it no Refleétion or Difparage- 
ment to their Perfons, that their Patrimonies, or even 
their own Acquifitions, were the Effeét of an honeft In- 
duftry in fome ignoble Occupation, and not raifed by 
the Profeffion of any of the Liberal Arts or Sciences: So 
far are blind Rage and Fury ever apt to over-fhoot their 
Mark, that by the Difcovery of fo much random Spleen, 
the ill-aim’d Contempt retorts often upon the firft Mover ; 
the being obferved to dwell upon Circumftances fo fo- 
reign to the real Merits, is apt to be regarded as a Sym- 
ptom betraying a great Poverty of Argument ahd a great 
Bitternefs of Spirit, neither of which tend naturally to 
create Impreffions in 9 Reader’s Mind much to the Ad- 
vantage either of the Caufe or the Advocate. 

Before I take my leave of this Paragraph, I thall

And as a further Encouragement for difcowering and 
apprebending the faid Offenders, the faid Commiflioners do 
hereby promife the further Reward of Fifty Pounds to fuch 
Perfon or Perfons swho fball difcover and appretend any of 
the faid Offenders, to be paid upon their Conviction.
